A  LEAFLET  CALLING  ATTENTION  OF  LIBRARIANS  AND  TRUSTEES  to  the  Goals  for  Americans  program 
and  suggesting  ways  libraries  may  cooperate  in  organizing  discussion  groups  and  other 
activities  has  been  prepared  for  wide  distribution  among  libraries  by  the  Adult  Services 
Division  of  the  American  Library  Association.   Goals  for  Action,  a  triangular,  three  pan- 
elled permanent  exhibit  which  illustrates  the  needs  of  library  service  in  college  and 
university,  public  and  school  libraries  is  now  available  through  the  Library  Administra- 
tion Division  of  the  American  Library  Association.   Each  unit  is  7'6"  high,  8'  wide,  and 
2'  deep  requiring  an  8'  booth  as  a  minimum  display  area.   Each  panel  is  free  standing, 
and  the  units  require  no  tools  for  assembling.   The  exhibit  is  available  without  charge 
other  than  shipping  costs  as  a  three  panel  unit  or  as  individual  displays  of  one  or  two 
units.   Each  panel  is  complete  with  shipping  case,  lights  and  simple  set  of  Instructions.^
